I The rating board of the Vet- 
jerans Administration may act 
on such a statement favorably 
without the necessity for a VA 
examination as well, if the pri­ 
vate doctor's report is consid­ 
ered adequate for rating pur- 1

puses. An adequate statement 
or report would include infor­ 
mal ion on I lie veteran's com- 
plainl, his medical hislory, the 
diagnosis, and the clinical or 
X-ray findings in support of 
the diagnosis.

Sl'C'H A report might also 
be acceptable for veterans un­ 
der 60 years of age when it 
also includes a prognosis in 
cases of severe illness where 
recovery is doubtful, and when 
it shows permanent and total 
disability precluding travel and 
requiring bedside examination.

When a veteran under li.~> is 
rated by the board on such a 
private report, re-examination 
by the VA will be requesied 
within one year.

If a doctor's statement does 
not prove adequate for rating 
purposes, the VA will schedule 
an examination the saire as if 
the veteran had not submitted 
a private report.

| ADDITIONAL benefits for 
;aid and attendance or blind- 
I ness also may be granted on 
1 the basis of a private doctor's

slalcinen'. if the slat' men! in-, 
dilates thai only a reasonable; 
probability of enti,lenient to'
